NCE upon a time, so they say, 
a 
Schotchman 
opened 
his 
pocketbook in December, and a 
June-bug flew out. That story be­ 
longs to the class of stories that 
sound funny because they are im­ 
possible, 
like 
the 
Paul Bunyan 
sto­ 
ries, 
or 
the 
one 
about the fly that 
fell off a marble 
and broke his back. 
No man is so stingy 
that he could go 
from June to De­ 
cember w i t h o u t 
opening his pocket- 
book to 
spend a 
single cent. Spend­ 
ing is something all of us do, 
the time. 
• • • 
Is Your Money Yours? 
r rrT ’S my money and I can do what 
^ I please with it." That Is the 
average man’s attitude toward his 
money. But ifs not the Christian 
attitude. 
In the first place, Jesus’ parable 
of the talents reminds us that all 
the conditions, and all the energy, 
and everything else that makes 
earning money possible, are in the 
long run the gifts of God. "It is 
he that hath made us and not we 
ourselves” is just as true now as it 
ever was. 
God it Is who gave us life in 
the first place, who has pre­ 
served us, and endowed us with 
whatever gifts and capacities 
we have. We are not our own, 
we are bought with a price, as 
Paul puts it. 
However, we earn our living, 
whether as farmers, business or 
professional people, if it had not 
been for the blessings of God we 
could have earned nothing at all. 
One bedrock principle of the Old 
Testament is that the earth is the 
Lord’s. Put that together with the 
New Testament principle that the 
Christian belongs to God, and you 
have arrived at the great principle 
of "stewardship.” 
* # * 
Profits or Profit? 
T 
HE earliest Christians of Jeru­ 
salem pooled all their resources 
J and dealt them out to all, in propor­ 
tion to their individual needs. This 
experiment in sharing the wealth 
failed; and one main reason for the 
failure was that they paid all their 
attention to consumption and none 
at all to production. 
No matter how smoothely you 
distribute the wealth, if some one 
is not producing, the whole pile 
will vanish in time. 
Nevertheless, 
those 
earliest 
Christians 
did 
have 
a 
firm 
grasp of a real truth: namely, 
that when a Christian spends 
money he ought to have the 
needs of the community first in 
mind, and not his own profits. 
Does this sound too idealistic? 
Well, even the law, slanted though 
it may seem toward the protection 
I of wealth, puts limits on the ways 
! a man can spend his money. If it 
can be shown that what he pays 
his good money for is hurtful to 
the community, the law will clamp 
down on him, in many cases. You 
can’t keep a skunk farm on Broad­ 
way. It may be your money, and 
your skunks, 
but ifs not your 
Broadway. 
To take another angle: down in 
Atlanta (Georgia) a highly success­ 
ful industrialist, when he died, left 
the stock in his company to his 
employees. They had helped him 
earn his fortune, he said; they 
should share in the proceeds. 
Does not our community help us 
earn whatever we do earn? And 
doesn’t the community deserve con­ 
sideration in the spending?

The Money-God 
N 
O temples on our main streets 
are labeled "To the God Mam­ 
mon." But money is often a god, 
all the same. On Mammon’s alter 
how many things and men are 
sacrificed! What will men not do 
to "make a fast buck," to turn a 
neat profit? Honor, decency, truth­ 
fulness, health, even life itself, will ! 
be given up before consenting to I 
cut the profits down. 
Every great intrenched evil— 
I 
gambling, prostitution, corrupt 
courts, liquor traffic—is as hard 
to dislodge as the silversmiths 
of Ephesus, and for the same 
reason: The people who stand 
to make money out of sin never 
care what happens to the sin­ 
ners. 
But let us watch ourselves. Do we 
smalltimers criticize the paunch} 
big-shots because we really hati 
the way they sacrifice everythin; 
to greed, or is it because we an 
envious?

HOW TO GET THE 
MOST FROM 
BLUESTEM PASTURE 


What percent of the 
grass 
should be grazed off on a na­ 
tive Bluestem Grass pasture? It 
is known that under extra heavy 
grazing the Bluestem and In- 
diangrass will be kept down and 
the less desirable grasses will be 
ungrazed and consequently take 
over the pasture. Nature gave 
grasses enough leaves that some 
could be eaten by nature's an­ 
imals and the grasses still re 
main in a 
healthy, 
vigorous 
condition. Nature had ways of 
keeping the stock rate balanced 
so that the grasses were pro­ 
perly grazed. 
Severe blizzards 
killed 
ott 
animals migrated, such as the 
Buffalo. Water dried up fort' 
ing animals to change grazing 
grounds. Fires burned off large 
areas torcing animals from one 
area to another. Diseases kill 
ed out herds of animals and 
Indians killed a few. Sometimes 
the animals had the advantage 
and at other times the grasses, 
but nature kept 
the 
overall 
struggle well balanced. 
How much of the grass wes 
grazed off under these condi­ 
tions? Best authorities on this 
question estimate about 
half. 
This figure has proven on the 
range to he correct but some 
ranchmen think of the ungra/. 
ed grass as being wasted. No 
thing could he more inaccurate 
What happens to the half not 
grazed? First, it has spent its 
lifetime digesting minerals, wa­ 
ter and air into plant food. The 
leaf is the stomach of the plant. 
It has made the root system 
deeper, the plant 
larger 
and 
n ady to produce more the next 
year. It is directly r e s p o n s ib le 
for a deep, well developed root 
system with a large amount of 
stored energy to continue to re­ 
duce foliage through an ordin­

a food shopper does not know 
them well enough to do an ex­ 
pert job of boying. With the 
peach season coming up. Helen 
McMahan, County Home Demon­ 
stration Agent, cites the follow­ 
ing pointers for those not sure 
of themselves as grocery store 
peach pickers: 
Choose mature peaches, which 
have a 
creamy 
or 
yellowish 
ground color. This is more im­ 


portant to look for than the 
pretty blush which some well- 
flavored varieties never have at 
all. 
Avoid peaches with dark 
green around color, for these 
are immature and will not ripen 
satisfactorily. 


The firm-textured clingstone 
peaches are grown mainly) for 
commercial canning and are also 
well suited to home 
pickling. 
The freestone varieties are fav­ 
orites for table use and also tor 


home canning because of fin*1 
flavor. e\en though they do not 
hold shape so well. 


Yellow-fresh peaches offer a 
bonus of somewhat more vita­ 
min A value than 
the 
white- 
freshened kinds. But generally 
speaking, you can expect a halt 
cup of sliced raw peaches to pro­ 
vide about 15 percent 
of 
the 
vitamin A and about IO pere—ut 
of the vitamin C recommended 
daily for an adult.
